SOMETHING OF THE METROPOLITAN 


COLONY OF ITALIANS. 


Bow .They live Amid Scenes of Ffltli and 


Misery— Bad Air, Bad Food and Bad 
Smells—The Notorious Padrone System 
and Its Etffccta.

Nirw YOKE, Aug. &—Some astounding 


facts,concerning the treatment ol Italian Im- 
migrants, recently brought to light by con- 
gressional investigation, have served to di- 
rect attention to a class of our, population as 
pecuUar and distinct as are tne Chinese 
among us. One thing ia specially noticeable 
about the Italians, Wherever they live/in 
any considerable numbers there are few or, 
no other residents. Thus, "Mulberry Bend," 
which ia the location of the largest group of 
Italians in New York, was. at one time occu- 
pied by the houses of well to do Americans. 
These were driven.out, when the neighbor- 
hood' became rery crowded, by a mixed 
population, mostly Irish. The. Irish in turn 
vacated as tbe Italians became numero 
and now none but Italians live there. 
H 
"Mulberry Send" is one block ot a narrow, 


crooked street, beginning at Worth street 
and running northerly and westerly to 
Bayard. The population of the colony iSjun? 
known, one estimate of the board of health' 
firing the number .nt 12,000, and another, 
made by. Inspector Williams, being 18,000. 
The ground is made land, over an ancient 
marsh; "wherefore, in digging foundations 
there, water and .decayed organic matter are 
found at a depth of a very few feet. The 
woodwork of the lower floors in the older 
houses fa decayed and covered with mold 
and other fungoid growths. Houses varying 
from two to five stories in height fill both 
sides of the street. Behind these houses ore 
two other rows, older and more dilapidated 
than those fronting the) street. The court- 
yards between the rows are filled with sheds 
and outhouses, which, despite the. vigilance 
of tho police and the board of health, are 
largely used, contrary to law, for living 
apartments. The scanty yard room left is 
all used, aa well as tbe roofs, for a drying 
ground, where are spread out to dry rags gath- 
ered by the pickers, and apples, peaches- and 
fish in enormous quantities. The odor that 
constantly arises is unpleasant Other ad- 
jectives .could be used, but all are inadequate, 
la the entire block not more than four booses 
are really fit, aside from prevailing stenches, 
for human habitation. So great is the filth 
that tho board of health ia almost constantly 
at work raiding some of the booses and fairly; 
flooding them with disinfectants and anti- 
septics.

The population averages about four men to 


one woman. Among the .women the ma- 
jority are outcasts of Irish, German or other 
nationality, but there are a considerable 
number of Italian women, many of whom 
are young, and are fair types of the Italian, 
peasant's beauty. They wear bright colored 
clothing and showy -gold Jewelry, bnt^ 
though many of them are gorgeous, after a 
barbaric fashion, none of them look neat, 
none can possibly be cleanly. 


Living in tbe Italian quarter is rory simple. 


In its lowest form it is the extatenco enjoyed 
by the tomato can fiends. These delightful 
individuals lack the energy requiaitelfor be- 
coming tramps, nnd sleeping on'y on barn 
boards' or paving stones, gather refure for 
their food, their drink and their clothing. 
Drink being their chief necessity, they gather,' 
in old tomato cans, the slops and dregs of 
beer kegs from which saloonkeepers have 
drawn all that is salable. There oro some 
flvo hundred of these in Mulberry Bend when 
thoy are not on Flaokwell's Island. 


There must needs be, however, peoplo bet- 


ter-to do in order that these may live, Tho 
Italians who earn a living pay their way. 
They pay for a bed in the more decent places 
five or ten cents a night, but they share it 
with one, two or three companions. In one 
poom about six by eight feet In size Capt. 
McLoughlln found one night three men Bleep- 
Ing on the bed, three under the bed, two on » 
large bench, two under the bench and ono on 
a chair. To supply the eleven with air there 
was a small window looking on a narrow al- 
ley. 
It was closed, but three panes were 


broken. In another room of the samo <?fmen- 
siona were four men, three women and three 
children. 


The basements of nearly all"the houses are 


occupied by cheap restaurants and bake- 
shopa. The restaurants are all wine shops, at 
whiot is «old a BO called "Chlanti." Thig 
used to be a decoction of bad cider, aniline 
and alcohol, but is now mode by diluting the 
Cheapest California wine and adding fuchsia 
and some alum or other astringent to give it 
"bite." This is sold at ton cent* a quart or 
two cents a glass. 


The other articles served are on a par with 


thewino. The coffee is made from the cheap- 
est Brazilian beans and flavored with cara- 
way, 
to meet tbe demands of a weird and 


wonderful taste. It costs one or two cents a 
cup, according to its strength and the tone of 
tho place. Stale bread, which sells at two 
and three cents a loaf, is served, two largo 
slices for a cent. Beef stew is tho standard 
dish at nearly all the restaurants. It is made 
in a fairly decent way of the cheapest scraps 
from the slaughter house, potatoes and 
bread, but in the poorest places it is often 
composed of decayed meat, and the scraps 
which the largo restaurants and hotels for- 
merly sent to tho garbage barrel The stuff 
is sold for flvs cents a plate. It is not worth 
while to speak of the cleanliness of the 
restaurants, but as to their odor it is easy to 
form a notion by reading that thoy arc com- 
monly festooned with strings of garlic, 
strong onions nnd red peppers, hung from the 
ceiling. 


Other favorite dishes are imitation Bologna 


sausages of the rankest sort, and macaroni, 
mode somewhere in the Bowery of the poor- 
est material, insipid in flavor, and often col- 
ored with chrome yollow. This sells for five 
cents a portion. 


Tbe average Italian workman has for his 


breakfast, coffee, stale beer and two larga 
slices of bread, with sometimes a plate of 
stew or macaroni. 
It will cost, say tea 


cents. His dinner is more pretentious. He 
will have a half bottle of wine with the 
same dishes, and the meal will cost fifteen 
cents. For a dessert he will buy one or two 
cents' worth of fruit (often 
half de- 


cayed) from tbe stands or tbe wagons which 
are always numerous around the neighbor- 
hood. 


Of tbe inhabitants of this quarter, aboof 


two-thirds of the men are regularly em- 
ployed, chiefly in street cleaning, excavation 
or some similar labor. 
They earn from 


seventy-five cents to a dollar and a half a 
day, averaging, perhaps, a dollar and a 
quarter. Of this they seldom spend more 
than fifty cents,"for they are a frugal race, 
and there is hardly one among them who has 
been here a considerable time who has not 
saved a hundred dollars, or two or three hun- 
dred. This, since they have learned by ex- 
perience to distrust the Italian bankers, they 
commonly carry on their person, concealed 
in a belt or sevn into their clothing. Few 
of them coma to stay, and they hoard their 
savings with the hope of returning to Italy 
with them.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—The City o 


Chester started at 11 a. m. for Eureka. 
There was a fog, and Captain Allen blew 
his whistle. When off Fort Point h 
heard another whistle and signaled fo 
the unknown vessel to go to port, but thl 
was misunderstood, for in a moment th 
Oceanic loomed up out of tha fog, an< 
her bow crashed into the Chester's sid 
amidships, cutting her in two. Som 
of the Chester's passengers climbed on 
the Oceanic before the vessels parted 
but many were obliged to jump into the 
water. The boats of the Oonanio were a 
once lowered and picked up as many as 
possible, aud some tugs also came toth 
rescuB. 


The Chester sank within five minutes 


and many went down with her, and wer 
drowned. A terrible panic occurred on 
board. The greatest loss is believed t 
have occurred among the steerage pas 
sengers. 
There were twenty-three on 


board, and only two of these were ac 
counted for yesterday afternoon.

Emperor Kwong Suey, although it wa 
Issued by Tzoon Li Ya Mon, of the D» 
partment of Foreign Affairs. Here is 
genuine translation as it appaars in Wa 
Kee, be aring dato of the 18th inst.: 
To the Peofli of the Great Flowery Kingdom 
' - ~ ' WUlofUu SonofBemsn: 
Owing to the continued ingratitude and 


reasonableness of the people of tho Wester 
nations, especially of Great Biitaln, towar 
the Emperor of the Great Flowery Kingdom, 
regard to the national rights of his subjeo 
upon British soil; notwithstanding the fa 
that saored compacts havo been entered in 
from time to time regulating suoh matters b 
tween the respective rulers of tho two grei 
empires, that Chinese subjects should havo tl 
same rights and privileges upon British soil i 
Englishmen upon Chinese, yot only recentl 
under one pretense and another, the Englls 
Government, or the colonial branches und 
the sanction of Her Boynl Majesty, the Quei 
of England, have suddenly terminated th 
compact by imposing a heavy import tax of I 
or more upon the head of each Chinese subje 
who lands upon British soil, making not only 
burdensome task upon tee Individuals, but als 
a disgrace upon this government In tho face 
other nations. The agents of this Govornme 
having failed to bring tho agents of Gro 
Britain to any compi omise thiit might mai 
tain the dignity of both, and subserve the 1 
terests of all, as a last resort we now call 01 
own subjects' attention to tho following d 
orees:

A Decatur Boy in tne East. 


The following is a copy of an interest- 


ing letter lately received from Earl Bar- 
tholomew, editor in chief of The Quiver, 
who is making his first eastern trip in 
company with his father, E. D. Barthol- 
omew: 


EDS. 
REPUBLICAN:— We arrived in Pittsburg 


;tic night atter we left home, stopping at the 
Monongahela House. We stayed in Pittsburg 
three days. The first day I went around with 
papa to all the glass factories and I saw a great 
many interesting things. At one ot the factories 
a man who was standing near me asked me my 
name. I Cold him and then he picked up a, tum- 
bler and went to a small wheel. He began to 
grind the glass and in about three minutes he 
gave me the glass with my name beautifully en- 
graved upon It, surrounded by a wreath. The 
second day we went up tne river on a steam- 
Soat and I enjoyed it very much. The third day 
t rained so that I stayed in the hotel all day. 
fhe next morning at 8 o'clock we started on the 
Pennsylvania railroad to Washington, by the 
way of Hairiaburg. The trip was delightful, 
especially the view of the horse-shoe bend. Go- 
,ng around the bend the last car is opposite the 
engine. In the cent re of the horse shoe 1s a 
beautiful little pond or lake which lias a 
peculiar greenish hue which is very pretty. We 
arrived in Washington In the evening about 9 
o'clock and stopped at the Ebbit House. The 
next morning we took a carriage and rode all 
over Hie city. We saw where Justice Waite 
lived, Mr. Blaine, the British minister and a 
great many more prominent persons. We went 
nto the White House and In the reception room 
which was beautiful. In the afternoon we went 
down to the navy yard and went on board a 
monitor. The monitor had been in a fight and 
rad the marks of cannon balls all over tier. In 
the fight the captain was killed and a sailor 
showed us the mark of the shot that killed him. 
We then went to the capitol building and looked 
all around It. Next we went to the base bail 
game between the Fhlladelphlas and the Wash- 
ingtons. The Washington^ were defeated Dya 
score of 3 to 2. Ike next morning we started 
for New York. When we arrived we went right 
to Coney Island, stopping at the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel We went down to the beach and 
watched the bathers and in a little while we 
went In bathing ourselves. The surf was com- 
ing !n pretty strong, but the worst of it was 
when the waves broke on the beach and then 
came back. It was so strong It nearly took me 
off my feet and once they knocked me down, 
filling my month and nose with salt water which 
was not very pleasant. That night, which was 
Saturday night, we went to see the fireworks, 
which were grand to see. The next day we 
went all over the lower end of the Island. It was 
Sunday, but it didn't seem a bit like it there. 
The shows were going on just as If it was a 
week day Instead of Sunday. They have a hotel 
that they call the Jumbo Hotel. It is an Im- 
mense elephant, with stairways running up its 
legs and a dining-room in Its body with every- 
thing just like an ordinary hotel. Monday 
morning we went back to the city. We, went to 
Central Park Saturday and rode all over it. I 
was very sorry we did not see Mr. Crowley, but 
he is sick and was not on exhibition. Oh, New 
York is a great town. All well. Coming home 
soon.

The women ore as active and hardworking 


as the men, but seldom become domestic eer- 
vanta, or enter mills or factories They are 
lor the most part engaged in plokingtjr KM*- 
ing rags, cooking, housekeeping or peddling. 
The most succeerful are the rag sorters, who 
by working some fourteen hours a day aver- 
age about $1 a week. The others seldom 
earn more than fifty cents a day. 


The curse of the contract system is over all 


the industries the Italian enters. He ex- 
pects, as a matter of course, to pay a com- 
mission on every Job he obtains. This, fact 
la utilised by the lower order of politicians, 
especially in connection with city work*. 
Here, where the laborer nominally receives 
$1.60 or 13 a day, 50 or 73 cents a day is 
really deducted and divided between the 
padrone, the contractor and the politician. 


In Italian immigration there ia a danger- 


ous and disproportionate element, composed 
of criminals and outcasts of the lowest kinds. 
Among them arc some of the more blood- 
thirsty surrlvoru of the old Carbonari, ex- 
bandlini, professional assatsina, low gam- 
blers, thieves and counterfeiters. This class 
has a mysterious organization, known as the 
Mafia. This is a secret sociotr, nnd so Jeal- 
ously guarded ore- its secrets that its very ex- 
istence would lw a questionable matter, U it 
had not been demonstrated again and again 
in our courts of law when criminals have 
been brought to trial In more than 100 
cases of this kind culprits have been be- 
friended and protected by an unquestionable 
and mysterious power, that baa baffled and 
thwarted the utmost efforts of the United 
States e'cret service and the Kew York po- 
lice. This has been done by the free uso of 
money, the retaining of expensive lawyers 
for the defense of penniless offenders, the ab- 
ducting or intimidating of witnessed and the 
employment of professional perjurers. Aside 
from all this, there is no question that the 
Mafia constantly conceal criminals and com- 
mit crimes by means of regularly organised 
machinery. 


The best authority for these seemingly in- 


crediblo statements is ex-Inspector Dram- 
mond, of the United States secret service, 
who recently resigned his position. He has 
repeatedly been told by witnesses on whom 
be was rel>lng that they were afraid to tes- 
tify lest they be assassinated. Other wit- 
nesses have suddenly disappeared when it 
was greatly to their interest to remain and 
testify, others who were poor and friend- 
less have mddenly found profitable employ- 
ment just as they were about to be called on 
in court, and when sworn they have told 
utterly different stories from those they af- 
firmed before. 
Moreover, memtors of the 


Mafia have confessed the fact to him, 


It is by reason ot this organization that 


the Italians have obtained a reputation of 
which they are as a class not deserving. 
The Italian peasant, although squalid and 
miserable in bis manner of living, is peace- 
able, honest, reasonably sober, hard working 
and faithful to his employer, while ho carries 
frugality, cs tvo have seen, to a vlco. His 
criminal compatriots, however, have been so 
daring in tho c >ir mission of flagrant crimes 
that the rnco has come to be despised and 
hated by many who should be more discrim- 
inating.
